WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM 


DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  SYSTEM 

The  supply  of' water-' la  obtained  from  a  deep  well  located  on 
Wilmot  Street  between  North  and 'Mill  Streets. 

A  seven  stage,  water  lubricated,'  vertical  turbine,  deep  well 
pump  rated  at  100  gallons  per  minute  delivers  the  water  to  the 
stand  pipe  reservoir.   The  pump  is  driven  by  a  7.5  H.P.  electric 
motor  and  is  also  equipped  with  an  air-cooled  gasoline  engine 
which  is  brought  into  service  in  the  event  of  power  failure. 

The  pump  is  automatically  controlled  by  the  level  of  the  water 
in  the  standpipe. 

A  three  inch  trident  crest  meter  is  provided  on  the  discharge 

side  of  the  pump  to  record  the  plant  flows.

Water  storage  is  provided  by  a  150,000  gallon  welded  steel 
standpipe.
